The Atlanta Police Department's Office of Professional Standards has concluded from 
its investigation of the allegation against the officers that it be Not Sustained for 
maltreatment or unnecessary force during the arrest. Mr. Perry was subsequently 
convicted of all charges, including felony obstruction from this incident. There is 
sufficient evidence to suggest that force was needed in affecting this arrest; however, 
there are conflicting statements from the officers involved and the witness accounts to 
sufficiently establish culpability in the amount of force that was necessary. The Office 
of Professional Standards did find that Sergeant Anthony Gentile, the supervisor on 
scene at the time of the arrest, should have completed a timely Supervisor's Use of Force 
Report on the type and amount of force the officers had to use to detain Mr. Perry. 
Therefore, a work rule violation for conformance to directives was Sustained against 
Sergeant Gentile. 



Having assessed the findings of both the Atlanta Citizen Review Board and the 
Department's investigative summaries, I accept the findings of the Atlanta Citizen 
Review Board on the allegation of excessive force.
